Men^  Brethren^  and  Fathers^  of  this  Society  ! 

Fathers y  Brethren^  and  Friends,  of  every  name  t 

IT  hath  plcafcd  the  mofl  high  God,  "  in  whofe  hand  is  the  foul  of  every 
living  thing,  and  the  breath  of  all  mankind,**  to  remove  from  this  tranfitory 
ffcite  of  exigence,  the  firfl  of  Citizens,  and  tlie  bcfl  of  men,  the  good,  the 
great,  George  Washington,  Generalifilmo,  of  all  the  armies  of  a  con- 
federated Continent,  firfl  Prefident,  of  the  focderate  States  of  America  and 
General,  commanding  in  chief,  the  military  power  of  the  Union. 

The  Lord  gave  a  Washington,  in  war  ;  the  Lord  hath  taken  Wash- 
ington away,  in  peace  :  "  He  doeth  according  to  his  will,  in  the  armies  of 
the  heavens  above  :"  '•'  He  performcth  his  pleafure  among  the  iniiabitants 
of  the  earth  beneath  i'*  "  Prince  Michael  ftaycth  not  his  hand  ;  neither  hath 
Gabriely  ever  faid  unto  him,  what  doeft  thou  ?"  And  fhall  man,  "  whofe 
foundation  is  in  the  duft,"  "who  is  crufhed  before  the  moth,'*  "  who  is 
lefs  than  vanity,**  (hall  mortal  man,  prefume  to  contend  with  the  Al- 
mighty in  power,  arraign  the  fovereign  will,  of  the  pcrfe(fl  in  wifdom,  or 
murmur,  at  the  holy  difpenfations  of  the  Judge  of  all  ?  Forbid  it,  we  be- 
feech  thee,  oh  Father  !  imprefs  the  law  of  refignation  on  the  fpirlts  of  thy 
mourning  fons,  thy  forrowing  daughters ;  and  lead  the  minds  of  this  crouded 
afTembly,  to  improve  thy  folemn,  afflidivc  providence,  to  the  bed  purpofcs 
of  thine  own  glor^',  and  thy  people's  peculiar  good,  while  the  words  that  are 
infcribedon  the  records  ofAhafuerus,  the  King,  and  written  in  the  book  of 
Efher,  the  queen,  at  the  loth  chapter,  and  part  of  the  3d  verfe,  are  rcfped- 
fuUy  prefented,   to   the   filcnt   attentions,  of  fo  great   an  audience. 

The  words  arc, — Accepted   of   the  multitude  op  hts  breth- 
ren,  SEEKING   the    WEALTH    OF  HIS  PEOPLE,  AND  SPEAKING  PEACK 

TO  ALL. — Efher,  the  loth  Chapter ^  and  part  of  the  ^d  Verfe, 

THAT  God,  "  who  loveth  righteoufnefs,  and  hatcth  iniquity," 
•<  who  is  a  terror  unto  evil  doers,  and  the  praife  of  them  that  do  well,'*

"hath  ever  honored  thofe,  who  honor  him,"  and  the  Eulogies  of  his  faith* 
ful  fcrvants,  are  engraven,  as  with  the  point  of  a  diamond,  on  the  rock  of 
divine  revelation.  Noaky  "  the  juft  man  and  perfed ;"  Abraham^  "  the 
friend  of  God  ;"  Mofes^  "  the  chofen  of  the  Lord  i"  David,  "  the  anoint- 
ed of  the  Higheft  ;"  and  Daniel,  "  the  greatly  beloved,"  arc  living  monu- 
ments of  this  eternal  truth,  that  "  the  memories  of  the  jufl:  are  blefled  ;" 
twice  blefled  -,  blefled  upon  earth,  and  blefled  from  Heaven.  To  thefc 
few,  greatly  exalted  individuals,  pre-eminent  above  their  fellows,  in  the 
"  high,  the  holy  vocation  of  glor)',  and  of  virtue  ;"  a  bright  catalogue  of 
tcrrcflial  dignities,  and  coeleftial  worthies,  might  fliill  be  added,  "  whofc  bo- 
dies arc  buried  in  peace,"  and  "whofe  names  live  forevermore."  But  the 
narrow  limits  of  the  pafling  moment,  forbid  an  indudion  of  manifold 
particulars,  and  it  fufliccth,  briefly,  to  obferve. 

That  the  various  private  virtues,  and  eminent  public  fcrvices  oi^'-Mordecai, 
the  great,"  defcrvedly  merited,  and  jufl:ly  obtained,  the  diftinguiflilng  glo- 
rious reward,  "  of  acceptance  with  the  multitude  of  his  brethren,"  confe- 
quent,  on  **  feeking  the  wealth  of  his  people,"  and  "  fpeaking  peace  to  all 
his  feed  ;"  a  reward,  more  honorable  than  that,  which  imperial  gratitude 
afligned  to  the  fon  of  Jair,  when  the  moft  noble  prince  of  the  Empire, 
arrayed  him  in  the  royal  robes  of  Ahafuerus,  encircled  his  brows  with 
the  diadem  of  Medo-Ferjia,  and  leading  him  on  horfeback,  through  the 
flreets  of  Shujkan^  proclaimed  aloud,  "  thus,  thus,  fliall  it  be  done  unto  the 
man,  whom  the  King  dellghteth  to  honor  ;"  a  reward  more  grateful,  than 
the  cofllieft  fpices  of  the  Eaflj  wafting  aromatic  perfumes  around  Daniel^ 
when  the  aftoniflicd  Chaldean  Monarch,  fell  proftrate  before  him,  and  offered 
an  oblation  of  fweet  odors,  to  the  fuperior  wifdom  of  the  fkies. 

A  full  declaration  of  the  **  greatnefs  of  Mordecai,  is  written  in  the  Chron- 
icles of  Media  and  Pcrjiay     The  deflro}  Ing  hand  of  time  has  fwcpt  away

the  floricd  page  :  But  the  character  of  the  Patriot,  tlic  lover  of  his  country, 
the  inflrumcntal  dehverer  of  his  people,  furvives  the  wreck  of  pcrilhablc 
monuments,  and  Mun^ecaiydiW  livetli,in  the  bofonis  of  his  grateful,  his  affec- 
tionate countrymen,  who  cad  the  retrofpedlve  eye,  on  ages  now  forevcr'pafl, 
and  fondly  review  thofe  days  of  i^eril  and  of  terror,  when  a  whole  nation  flood 
tottering,  on  the  verge  of  meditated,  inflantaneous  ruin,  from  the  borders 
of  InJiay  to  the  confines  of  Ethiopia ;  and  every  individual  trembled,  in 
expcftance,  of  one  threatened  ftroke  of  momentar)' diffolution,  throughout 
the  vafl  extended  dominions,  of  an  hundred  and  twenty,  and  fcven 
Provmces. 

The  proud,  fycophantic  minion,  of  a  naturally  amiable,  yet  incautiouHy 
credulous  Prince,  elevated  by  royal  benignity^  above  the  feeling;  of  human- 
ity, had  received  a  fingle  affront,  as  intolerant  pride  fuppofed,  m  theperfon 
of  an  individual  Benjamite  ;  and  from  that  moment,  he  rcfoh  ed  to  fatiate 
the  lufl  of  revenge,  by  the  deaths  of  uncounted,   unoffending;   thoufands.  | 
The  "  God  of  Abraham^  of  Ijaac^  and  o{  Jacob,*  encompaffecl  the  path  of 
the  cruel  Haman,  when  as  yet,  his  prefcnt  thoughts  were  afar  off,  a;nd  raifed 
up  Morderaiy  the  original  objcdl  of  the  Afnalekites  vengeance,  to  fruifratc 
the  horrid  defigns  of  this  "  man  of  blood.'*     Divinely  qualified,  to  perform 
the  important  duty,  which  providence  committed  to  his  charge,  he  chantred 
deftincd  Aceldamas,  into  plains  of"  feafling  and  of  joy  j  diffufed  "  ll^ht,  olad* 
nefs  and  honor,"  the  rejoicing  fullnefs  of  captive  //;jc'/ around,  and  turned 
lamentation,  flavery  and  death,  into  rapture,  liberty,  and  life,  from  the  palace 
oiShu/Jian,  to  the  iiles  of  the  fea.     Waxing   "  greater  and  greater,  his  fame  • 
extended  throughout  all  the  provinces  :**  He  was  great  in  the  manfion  of  roy-i, 
alty  i  great  among  his  own  peculiar  people  ;  and  finifliing  his  courfe,  «  with  |, 
joy  unfpeakable,  and  full  of  glory,"  he  flept  on  the  peaceful  bofom  of  thcf ' 
"  valley  of  the  fhadow,"  embalmed  by  the  tears  of  grateful  thoufands. 

And  is  there,  amid  the  united  millions  oi  America y  one  folitar}-  individual* 
who,  even,will  attempt,  to  breathe  a  whifpcr,  that  Washington,  "  the  fiif 


in  war,  the  firfl  in  peace,  and  the  firft  in  the  Iicarts  of  his  grateful  countr\'- 
mcn,"  did  not,  does  not  m^rit  the  elogy  of  Afordecai,  the  great,  "  accepted 
of  the  multitude  of  his  brethren,  fccking  the  wealth  of  his  people,  and 
fpcaking  peace  unto  all  ?" 

Fellow  citizens,  with  a  Washington  in  life  !  Fellow  mourners,  for  a 
Washington  in  death  !  Who   never  gave  his  countiy  pain,  excepting 
when  he  died  ;  the  fpeakeris  fully  perfuaded,  that  all  your  hearts  bear  wit- 
nefs  to  this  text,  as  verified  in  the  life,  and  confirmed  by  the  death,  of  the 
patriot,  the  hero,  and  the  fage,  who  is  now  mourned,  defcrvedly  mourned, 
from  t  he  waters  of  Si. Croix,  to  the  waves  of  Altamaha ;  A  nd  t  h  at  }'(>u  r  feel  i  ngs 
^"vf  -^Wr^ — iticipated  the  zeal  of  the  orator,  in  a  meritorious  application, 
.  -iS  u  hich  ye  have  heard,  as  ftridly,  emphatically  true,  when  a]:)plied 
to  the  Gcncr.Jiffimo,  of  j^our  patriot  armies  j  to  the  Prcfidcnt,  of  your  federal 
1      invention  j  to  the  firll  fuprcme  magiftrate,  of  the  union,  to 
''k    voinmai.der  in  chief,  of  your  prelent  military  power.     Innumerable, 
aflre(5ling  Ir.' lances  of  unequalled    ferviccs,    mufl  prefs  upon  your  minds, 
ith  irreCi'i     le  pathos,  and  countlefs,  pre-eminent  virtues,  bid  defiance  to 
^,^..  of  ^-  s  readiefl:  writer,  or  the  tongue  of  the  mofi:  eloquent  orator,  to 
overtake  t;    c  rapid  career  of  the  melting  affections,  which  bear  away  man, 
aiiiiuil  w  v....  iimfelf,on  the  tide  of  univerfal  forrow :  But  in  as  much,  as  there 
are  moments  in  private  life,  and  hours  in  public  exiflence,  when  the  origi- 
nal momenta  of  individual  grief,  and  national  calamities,  ceafe  to  operate, 
v»ith  the  awful  energies  of  the  defcending  flroke,  your  brother  and  fervant, 
itherefore,  feels  It  his  bounden  duty,  to  watch  the  lad  vibrations  of  expiring 
1  fenfibilitles,  and  if  poffible,  to  perpetuate  on  earth,  that  tone   of  feeling, 
*  affedtion,  gratitude   and   love,  which  now  mournfully  mingles"  with  the 
flood  of  time,  and  yet,  pleafurably  beats  in  every  fibre  of  the   throbbing 
heart. 

1  And  was  not,  George  Washington,  "accepted  of  the  mul- 
TiTUDF.  OF  HIS  BRKTHRiiN  ?"  Ycs,  verily  he  was  !  Did  he  not  "leek 

1^.  the 
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the  wealth  of  his  people  ?"  Yes,  verily  he  did  I  "  Spake  he  not  peace  unto 
all  ?"  Amen,  it  is  true  !  Nor  do  the  varied  labors  of  a  long  Hfe,  zealoufly 
employed  from  the  morning  of  youth,  and  devoted  in  the  evcnuigof  old 
age,  to  the  good  of  his  country,  furnilh  one  finglc,  folitary  word,  or  deed, 
in  the  cabinet  of  wifdom,  or  on  the  field  of  valor,  that  militates  with  the 
Interefl,  or  the  happinefs  of  America. 

That  General  Washington,  was  "  accepted  of  the  multitude  of  his 
brethren"  in  arms,  united  in  one  common  caule  orfthe  high  places  of  war, 
where  life  itfelt  was  mutually  jeoparded,  even  unto  death,  all  the  fuUnefs  of 
the  armies  of  a  confederated  continent,  who  with  him,  were  the  defenders  of 
the  rights  of  man,  and  with  him,  the  avengers  of  Columbia  s  mighty 
wrongs,  will  bear  me,  feeling,  Uving,  dying  witnefs. 

Were  not  the  armies  o^  America,  compofed  in  part,  often  thoufand  times, 
ten  thoufand  militia,  draughted  at  different  fliort  periods,'from  almoft  every 
colony,  in  the  then  feeble  union  ?  How  many  of  thefe  troops,  adcd  only  a 
momentary  part,  on  the  Hiifting  theatre  of  war,  and  as  fuddenly  retreated, 
from  the  ''Ildkath  hazzvjim^'  the  field  of  ftronger  men !  But,amid  the  almoft 
infinite  variety  of  difcordant  elements^  compofing  fuch  a  multiform  aflem- 
blage,  of  rapidly  changing  bodies,  where  is  the  foldier  among  the  immenfe 
whole,  who  did  not  breathe  the  language  of  affedion,  towards  the  beloved 
commander  in  chief  ?  Yes,  Washington,  was  accepted,  of  this  contin- 
ually, fluduating  multitude  of  his  military  brethren  i  and  when,  the  voice  ^ 
of  their  feveral  legiflatures,  has  fhouted  on  to  arms,  and  fcarcely  been 
heard,  in  the  ftern  mandate  of  imperious  law,  the  impreflive,  fraternal  re-  J 
queft  of  the  man,  who  united  all  hearts,  has  inftantaneoufly  been  liftened  to 
with  animated  pleafure,  and  obeyed  in  the  moment,  with  enthufiaftic  zeal. 

That  General  Washington,  "was  accepted  of  the  multitude  of  his 
brethren,"  conftituting  the  regular,  permanent  force  of  the  union,  is  written 
in  records  of  blood,  and  witnellbd  by  rivers  of  tears.  Did  not,  this  gallant, 
death,  devoted  band,  follow  the  brave  Epaminondas,  the  virtuous  Scipio  of 
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the  new  world,  to  vlflory  at  Trenton,  and  Princeton,  when  ahnoA:  txtxy 
footftep  was  bathed,  in  the  purple  ftrcam,  of  their  bleeding,  bare  feet,  and 
the  drimfon  line  of  march,  extended  from  the  tentlcfs  camps  of  America, 
on  the  cold,  frozen  ground,  to  the  warm  entrenchments  of  a  BritiJJi  enemy, 
wrapped  in  the  triple  fleece  of  royal  munificence,  national  bounty,  and 
private  plunder  ?  How  oft  have  the  brave  foldiers,  of  this  good  foldicr 
indeed,  been  pitiably  deflitute  of  every  fi)ecies  of  provifion,  to  allay  the  keen 
gnawings  of  unfatisfied  hunger  ?  deflitute  of  water  itfelf,  that  common 
gift  of  heaven,  to  quench  the  burning  heat  of  fcverifli  thirll  ?  deflitute  of 
wine,  ofoil,  or  balm,  to  heal  a  bleeding,  fe{lering,almofl  mortal  wound  ?  But 
where,  is  the  individual  of  any  rank,  except,  one  grand  apoftatc,  worthlefs 
of  a  name,  who  deferted  the  banners  of  Washington,  and  Liberty,  the 
flandard  of  freedom,  and  virtue  ?  Neither  were  the  affccflions  of  the  army, 
a  momentary  feeling,  that  exifted  for  an  hour,  a  day,  or  a  year,  and  then 
vanifhed  away,  or  changed  their  objetfl.  The  veneration  of  the  fol 
dier,  the  love  of  the  ofhcer,  the  refpcd  of  all,  increafed  by  continuance  in 
fervicc,  and  that  mod  afFeding  moment,  which  dropt  the  curtain  of  fepe- 
ration  forever,  and  (hrouded  a  father,  from  the  filial  eye  of  his  army,  was 
ten  thoufand  times  feverer  to  their  feelings,  than  to  have  combattcd  with 
hunger,  to  have  fought  with  thirfl,  and  fmally  to  have  fallen  on  the  mounds 
of  glory.  There  arc  living  witnefTes  of  this,  now  prefent  ;  and  to  them, 
the  kifl  appeal,  is  lodged. 

Ye  faithful  companions  of  Washington,  of  Virtue  !  When  your  lau- 
^^     relied  General,  your   military  Parent,  your  unchanging  Friend,  flrctched 

out  his  trembling,  yet  vidorious  hand,  on  the  banks  of  the  Huiijon,  and  you 
J      grafped  it,  in  yours,  with  ardent  aflfedion  of  foul  ;  wlien  one  by  one,  you 

funk  upon  the  bolbm  of  the  much  loved,  miglity  Man ;  and  wept  with 
i(  Washington,  and  Washington  with  you,  till  both  could  weep  no 
f  more  ;  when  folemn  filence  emphafizcd  the  Soldier's  fad,  pathetic,  fond  a- 
i   dieu ;  and  filence,  flill  more  folemn,  breathed  in  prayer,  the  long,  the  lafl 

farewel,  forever  fare  ye  well,  of  Washington  ; — Oh  tell  me,  for  indeed 

you  can,  you  feel  it  even  now,  would  not  the  "  thundering  of  Captains^ 

the 
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the  fliouting  of  armies,"  and  tLc  tcmpcn:  of  war,  have  been  the  itiufic  of  i 

the  fpheres,  in  comparifon  with  this  moft  tender,  moll  afTcdling  fcenc  ?  And  ' 

yet,  who  does  iK)t  triumph,  that  it  was  ?  The  generous  effufions  of  virtu-  ^ 

ous  fenfibilities,  mingled  in  one  delightful,  and  delighting  flrenm,  are  purer  ^ 

foui'ces  of  refledlivc  pleafure,  than  fame,  without  feeling,  can  beflow  ;  and  ^ 

all  the  viiflories  of  an  Alexander,  a  Ctefar  and  a  Frederic  combined,  are  not  ■ 

worthy  of  being  weighed  in  the  fcale,  againfl  one  tear,  that  filial  veneration  \ 
dropt  on  Washington's  high  beating  bofom  ;  that  foftcncd  feelings 

iftole  from  Washington's  full  eye,  and  (hed,  benignly  fhed,  on  you,  his  ."• 
worthy  fons. 

That  Citizen  Wy  shington,  was  "accepted  of  the  multitude  of  his  ' 
brethren,"  united  in  ihe  bonds  of  one  focial,  though  imperfe<5t  compa<ft,  is  I 
no  lefs  true,  than  that,  he  was  "  accepted  of  the  multitude  of  his  brethren,"  ■ 
bound  by  one  military  band.  Was  he  not  "accepted  of  the  multitude  of  I 
his  brethren,"  unitedly  prefent  in  the  Con^refs  of  the  t/«/o«,  when  the  civil  Fa-  \ 
thers  oi  America y  invcfted  the  then  Col.  George  Washington,  of  Fir-  ' 
^/;;/j,  with  the  fole  command  of  the  defcnfive  armies  of  the  United  Colo-  * 
nies  ?  The  unanimous  voice  of  his  Country,  as  exprefTed  in  the  fovercign  , 
will  of  the  national  council,  was  folemnly  ratified  by  the  provincial  affcm- 
blies  of  NezV'  York,  and  Maffachufetts  ;  and  the  Legiflature  of  Connc^icuty  ' 
with  that  of  Rhode- IJland,  in  the  perfon  of  her  darling  Greene,  felicitated  ■ 
his  eleflion,  and  implored  the  bell  benedidlions  of  the  '.*God  of  Uoils,"  i 
as  the  abiding  portion,  of  the  truly  brave  ;  who  at  the  rifing  of  the  fun  of  \ 
youth,  which  promifed  a  dill  brighter  day,  had  traverfcd  on  foot,  almoft 
alone,  in  behalf  of  his  fuffering,  native  land,  a  pathlefs,  unexplored  defart  of  ,i 
four  hundred  mile's  extenfion,  amid  the  inclement  feverities  of  three  wintry 
months,  expoling  his  invaluable  life,  to  the  finking  of  treacherous  fnow  pits,  ^ 
the  whelming  beneath  of  difTolving,  icy  floods,  and  the  more  fatal  fire  of 
the  favage  hunter,  whofc  arm  was  uplifted  on  the  wild,  againfl  a  Wash- 
ington, by  the  then  perfidious,  the  ftill  perfidious  Gaul.  How  oft,  have 
the  patriotic  delegates  of  the  whole  confederation,  and  in  them,  the  fulnefs 
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of  their  elective  conflitucnts,  eulogized  the  dinnlercfied  patriotifm,  Sind 
applauded  the  unremitting  toils  of  the  Hero,  who  had  fcarce  paHcd  the  lim- 
its of  early  manhood,  when  his  valor,  defeated  a  vaflly  fupcrior  body  of 
French  troops ;  his  fortitude,  m:iintained  a  moft;  obilinatc  aflault,  on  Fort 
NeceJJity ;  and  his  prudence,  the  laft  repellent  of  dcfpair,  Ihielded  the  re- 
mains of  the  unfortunate  Braddock;  broke  through  a  formidable  line,  who 
counted  living  thoufands,  to  his  wounded  hundreds  j  and  covered  the  re- 
treat oi  Britannia  s  flying  troops,  from  a  field  of  death,  tliat  was  horrible  in 
carnage. — In  truth,  y^w^r/Vr?,  during  every  period  of  the  dubious  contefl, 
depended,  next  to  Heaven,  on  the  wiidom,  prudence,  valor,  and  forti- 
tude, of  General  George  Washington  alone,  and  the  fate  of  his  coun- 
iT\\  was  fufpendcd  in  Providence,  on  the  vafk  plans  of  the  moment,  which 
his  all  comprehenfive  mind,  conceived  with  the  force  of  fublimefl  intuition, 
and  finillied  in  adtion,  with  the  rapid  energies,  of  the  defcending  thunder- 
bolt. 

Are  any  additional  proofs,  of  "the  acceptance,  of  General  Wash- 
ington, with  the  multitude  of  his  brethren,"  requefted  or  needed  ?  Re- 
pair ye,  in  folcmn  idea,  to  the  capital  of  the  Union  !  Behold,  "  the  multi- 
tude of  his  brethren,'*  affcmbled  inCongrefs  ,  and  contemplate,  that  bright- 
efl  day,  in  the  annals  of  human  glory,  when  the  Generaliflimo,  of  the  con- 
quering atrmies,  of  his  rejoicing  country,  furrendcred  his  high,  military  com- 
mand, to  that  augufl,  political  body,  who  originally  gave  it  ;  and  laid, 
his  final,  dictatorial  powers,  with  all  the  mighty  honors,  of  his  firfl  com- 
miflfion,  at  the  feet  of  the  reprefcntatives,  of  the  majefly,  of  rational  lib- 
erty ;  commending,  the  future  intcrefls,  of  his  much -loved  ^w<fr/Vj,  in 
the  warm  fervors,  of  a  pious,  of  a  feeling  mind,  to  the  holy  keeping,  of  Al- 
mighty God  ;  and  bidding  an  affedionate  farewel,  to  the  dignified  af- 
fembly,  beneath  whofe  fovereign  orders,  he  had  fo  long,  faithfully  afled, 
the  moft  glorious  part,  in  the  aftonifhing  drama  ;  he  dropt  the  curtain  of 
infiant  feparation,  with  the  vi(florious  hand,  that  waved  adieu  ;  and  great- 
ly rofe,  behind  the  changing  fcene,  the  fimple,  private  citizen,  a  fingle  unit, 
in  the  numeral  miUionsofthe  vveflcrn  world.

"Dniph  1  It  rilenccd  envy,  and  it  conquered  mnllcc.  A  Continent,  admir- 
ing virtue,  melted  into  tears  ;  The  Union  felt  the  parting,  tendered  luxu- 
ries of  grief,  and  all  the  fuilncfs,  of  the  "  multitude  of  his  brethren,"  in  the 
perfon  of  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  reverentially  rifing  up,  and  ref- 
pedfully  bowing  down,  as  one  individual,  with  emotions  of  fenfibility,  too 
great  for  utterance,  returned  obedient,  fuhjecl:,  citizen  Washington, 
the  moH:  grateful,  fincere,  and  fervent  acknowledgments,  of  an  immcnfely 
populous,  already  independent,  and  now  fovercign  Republic,  elevated,  by 
his  inftrumcntal  arm,  to  empire,  dignity,  and  honor  ;  bleft  with  the  fmiles 
of  freedom  j  watered  by  the  dews  of  liberty  ;  and  bafking  in  the  rays  of 
peace  ;  earncflly  befeeching  divine  Providence,  unceafingly,  to  fofter,  with 
its  bcnigncft,  guardian  care,  a  life,  fo  unfpcakably  Invaluable,  to  America ; 
and  equally  beneficial,  to  the  bcfl  interefls  of  the  Unlverfc,  in  excellent 
purity,  of  moral  principle  ;  dignified  energies,  of  heroic  deed  i  and  illuilri- 
ous  majefly,  of  virtuous  example. 

**  Accepted  of  the  multitude  of  his  brethren,"  in  all  the  varied  fpheres 
of  manly  cxiflcncc,  it  only  remained,  that  female  fenfibility  and  tafte,  fhould 
offer  the  lafl,  mofl  delicate,  and  elegantly  refined  tribute  of  gratitude,  to  the 
Deliverer  of  his  Country  ;  the  Proteflor  of  Man  ;  the  Guardian  of  Wo- 
man. Not,  that  the  fair  daughters  o{  Columbia,  ever,  were  Infenfible,  to  the 
virtues  of  a  Washington  :  but,  precluded  by  the  laws  of  fociety,  from 
prefenting  the  formal  addreflcs,  of  mafculinc  bodies ;  and  forbidden,  by 
the  gentlenefs  of  the  fex,  to  mingle  in  the  croud,  which  ihouts,  huzza  to  the 
Hero  i  they  had,  hitherto,  breathed  in  filence,  ten  thoufand  tender  wilhes, 
devoted  to  honor,  and  Infcribed  to  merit  ;  or  cxprcfled,  the  gentle  pathos 
of  admiration,  in  the  fofter  graces  of  the  Sapphic  mufc.  The  virtuous 
matrons  of  Trentouy  magnanimoufly  refolved,  to  break  thofe  cruel  fetters, 
which  impofe  tyrannical  reflraint,  on  gratitude  ;  and  imperiouily  deny  the 
candid  avowal,  of  genuine,  modeft  atfedion  ^  at  the  fame  moment,  de- 
termining, inviolably  topreferve,  the  decorous  efTentials,  of  feminine  deli- 
Cficy. — The  gallant  conqueror,  on  the   crimibned  fields  of  Trenton,  fields 
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blushing  at  the  crimes  of  pollflied,  favage  fpoilers,  was  now  rapidly  approach- 
iiig,  the  late  theatre  of  war,  the  theatre  of  maternal,  agonizing  fenfibiUties. 
The  prayers,  the  benedidions  of  thoufands,  hovered- in  bleffings,  on  his 
rear ;  the  trump  of  gratitude,  was  founded  in  front,  by  the  genius  of  me- 
mory, blazoning  virtuous  deeds.

ous  demands  of  an  implacable  power,  who  had  fpurned  at  the  cup  of  reconc^ 
li^tion,  and  filled  the  golden  bowl  of  peace,  with  fpoil.

the  lamp  of  day,  amid  a  galaxy  of  flars,  fuperior  to  the  Ihining  whole. 

At  this  momentary  paufe,  which  is  bounded  by  military  veneration  Oi-j 
the  left,  and  by  focial  affedion  on  the  right,  it  ought  to  be  added,  tha^J 
Washington,  the  man  ot  prayer,  no  lefs,  than  the  man  of  war,  was  "  ac- 
cepted by  the  multitude  of  his  religious  brethren,"  throughout  the  United

^  We  fend  up  our  thanks,  to  the  Ancient  of  days,  the  great  Preferver  of

^  hypocrify,  or  pafTmg  breath  of  idle  fafhion  ?  This,  this,  we  pronounce  to 
^^  be  impolTible.     A  condu<^,  fo  unworthy  of  religion,  fo  derogatory  to  free- 
men, would  be  an  infuk  in  a  two  fold  degree  ;  an  infult  to  Heaven,  the 
)•    witnefs  of  infincerlty  ;  an  infult  to  him,  who  could  receive  the  bafe  alloy, 
at  flattery's  hands,  and   more  than  degrading  to  thofe,  who  heat  the  fur- 
|.   nacc,  and  evaporated  truth,  in  falfehood*s  flame.     The  firfl  branch  of  the

Our  national  harp  is  hung  on  the  weeping  \ 
lows  of  grief:  w^ith  every  breath  of  every  wind,  it  trembles  on  the  th 
ough  bafs  of  woe,  or  fwells  the  treble  of  estatic  joy,  as  different  (enfibili 
imprefs  the  varying  chords. 

And  now,  my  Fathers,  my  Brethren,  Fellow-citizens,  Fellow-Mourne' 
indulge  m.e  in  the /^roW  place,  to  obferve,  that  George  Washingtc 
''Sought  the  Wealth  of  his  People,"  and  permit  me  to  ad 
that  every  ad  of  his  life,  without  the  exception  of  one,  confirms  this  gen-t . 
ral  proportion,  whether  we  contemplate  the  Hero,  in  hic  military  charaj  > 
ter,  or  behold  the  Sage,  at  the  head  of  the  Federal  Government.     On  w-H^U 
principles  did  General  Washington  accept  the  comm.andof  the  America  \\ 
armies  ?  And  hazard  reputation,  and  life,  amid  the  trying  vicifiitudes  ;    j 
an  ejghf  year's  war,   where  difmterefted    patriotifm.,    and    incorruptiij  |' | 
fidelity,  could  not  always  ftiield,  a  defervedly  unimpeachable  charade  ' 
from  momentary  private  malevolence  ;  and  v/here  the  beil  interefts  of 
country,  induced  the  greatly  brave,  at  a  particular,  critical  inflant,  to  thrJ| 
himfelf,  between  his  own  troops,  a^ul  thofe  of  the  enemy,  at  only  thiA  ^ 
yards  diftance,  and  receive  the  united,  deadly  fires,  of  the  Briiifi,  and  ^! 
merican  lines.     On  what  principles,- 4id  I  aik  ?    TYiQ  United  States,  i^ 
fovereign,  independent,  and  free,  reply  with  one  voice,  that  the  influent^ 
motives  of  his  acceptance,  were,  to  fecure  the  liberties,  defend  theprop^\| 
ty,  and  favc  the  lives,  of  his  then  oppreffed,  plundered,  profcribed  fellov 
citizens.

lort  winter.     Did  he  not  '' feek  the  wealth  of  his  people,'*  in  this  rigid

'  ous  frugal  reforms,  which  his  penetrating  genius  difcemed,  as  effential 
•)  the  well  being  of  a  young  country,  and  his  wifdom,  devifed  the  means

^  loathing,  provifions,  accoutrement,  and  hofpital  cflablifhments  ?  Has  he 
ot  faved  thoufands,  and  tens  of  thoufands  of  dollars,  to  the  national  trea- 
j  iry,  by  thofe  prudent  plans,  which  his  forethought  fuggefled  }  And  mil- 
>1is  on  millions,  have  been  kept  from  wailing  away,  by  that  unremitting 
igilance,  with  which,  he  unceafingly  watdied,  for  the  public,  univerfal 
Veal.     Did  not  Prefident  WASHi^^bTON,  carry  the  felf-fame  generous

evidence,  of  his  regard  for,  and  attention  to,  *'the  wealth  of  his  people 
To  thefe  incontrovertible  fa(fls,  public  documents  will  add,  his  really  li 
cere  endeavors,  for  the  prefervation  of  harmony,  with  a  namelefs  rcpubl; 
whofc  perfonal  indivifibility,  is  the  divifion  of  the  whole  univerfe  ;  to  whq  , 
he  proffered  the  olive  branch,  and  the  dove,  and  who  in  return,  prefent!  ' 
"  whips  of  fcorpions,"  and  "v^inged  locufts."     Neither,  ought  we,  to  e:i  j 
cept  the  lafl  adl  of  his  adminifcration,  and  unkindly  to  aftirm,  that  eveL 
this,  was  founded  on  any  other  principle,  than  that,  of  "  feeking  the  wealt|.' 
of  his  people."     A  Washington  has  faid,  and  his  words  are  thofe 
truth,  folemnly,  repeatedly  uttered,  as  in  the  prefence  of  that  God, 
whom  he  held  himfelf  accountable,  "  that  in  every  a(fl  of  his  adminifld 
*«  tion,  he  fought  the  happinefs  of  his  fellow-citizens  ;  and  that  his  fyflerajl 
*'  for  the  attainment  of  this  objedl,  uniformly  was,  to  overlook  all  partia*  ' 
"  perfonal,  local  confederations  j  to  contemplate  the  United  States  as  orj  J 
"  great  whole ;  and  to  confult,  only,  the  fubftantial  and  permanent  intevj: 
*'  efts  of  his  country  3  and  that  in  this  very  ad,  as  in  all  other  ads  of  his  gov  'j 
"  ernment,  of  his  life,  that  he  looked  beyond  the  applaufes,  or  reproac^  \ 
"  es  of  men,  and  ftood  firm  in  confcious  reditude,and  the  hope  of  approv-^'J 
"  ing  heaven."     But  if  this  dignified  language,  of  the  mens  confcta  reB\ 
the  nil  conjcirefihi,  the  nil  palkf cere  culpa,  is  incompetent  to  foothe  thoij 
troubled  fpirits,  who  figh  for  political  whirlwinds,  and  pant  to  ride,  o; 
the  dark  pinnions  of  popular  ftorras,  let  the  unprejudiced  mind,  but  calm'JI 
ly  attend,  to  the  concluding  words  of  his  farewel  addrefs,  and  the  maJ 
muft  be   made   of  adamant,  who  does  not  melt,  into  all  the  tenderne; ' 
of  tears.     Thelaft,  pathetic  words  of  Washington,  are  ;  O  catch  tt 
gentle  accents  of  his  faultering  tongue  3  O  liften,  to  the  voice  of  Was^J' 
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,GTON,  for  the  voice  of  Washington,  ye  fhall  hear  no  more  !    His 
f  ;il  alfeding,  all  pathetic  language,  is,  "  Although  in  reviewing  the  inci- 
'['  Jents  of  my  admiiiiflration,  I  am  unconfcious  of  intentional  error,  I  am, 
leverthelefs,  too  ferifible  of  my  defeds,  not  to  think,  that  I  may  have 
:ommitted  many  errors  :  whatever   they   may  be,  I  fervently  befeech 
jthe  Almighty,  to  avert,  or  mitigate  the  evils,  to  which  they  may  tend. 
J  fhall  alfo  carry  with  me,  the  hope,  that  my  Country  will  never  ceafe, 
to  view  them  with  indulgence  ;  and  that,  after  forty-five  years  of  my  life, 
dedicated  to    its  fervice,  with  an   upright  zeal,  the  faults  of  incom- 
petent abilities,  will  be  configned  to  oblivion,  as  myfelf,  mull  foon  be, 
to  the  manfions  of  reft." — Almoft  half  a  century's  adive,  unremitting 
/•ibiic  fervice,  croudcd  into  the  narrow  fpan  of  only  fixty-eight  year's,  Ihort 
'  ';ciftence  ;  reputation,  fortune,  and  life  devoted  to  the  interefls,  the  hap- 
y.  ^nefs,  and  the  honor  of  America  ^  the  greateft,  the  wifeft  of  men,  humbly 
V>nfefling  the  pofiibility  of  manifold  errors ;  fervently  befeeching  the  "  Pa- 
per of  Mercies,"  to  avert,  or,  mitigate  unintentional  evils  j  meekly  im- 
jloring,  the  indulgencies  of  fraternal  candor  ;  modeftly  acknovv^ledging, 
jie  incompetence  of  natural  abilities ;  deeply  regretting,  the  want  of  fu- 
1  ;rior,  acquired  endowments,  and  a  Washington  patiently  waiting,  it 
1 .  pofTible,  quietly  hoping,  for  a  friendly  ihelter,   in  the  peaceful  grave, 
,;,-.iere  the  voice  of  malignant  cenfure  is  heard  no  more,  and  calumny's  en- 
'^enomed  arrows  threat  in  vain  :  this,  this,  is  more,  than  human  nature 
^1  :p  bear,  to  think  of,  much  lefs,  to  realize,  as  painful,  partial  truth,  unlefs, 
ijaat  human  nature,  is,  as  dead,  to  all  the  finer  fenfibilitieSj  as  Parian  mar- 
ble, to  the  throbbing  pulfe  of  animated  life. 

,  ;'  Permit  me  to  add,  that  General  Vn^ashing ton,  Prefident  Washing- 
I  t^'ON,  fervently,  conftantly,  "  fought  the  wealth  of  his  people,"  in  a  far  more 

(f  Wted  fenfe  of  the  word,  than  if,  the  promotion  of  agriculture  had  plant- 
i%  a  paradife,  on  every  defcrt  wafte ;  the  encouragement  of  ufeful  manu- 
^^Aures  added  countlefs  miUions,  to  property  ;  or,  unlimited  extenfion  of 
^  UTimerce,  heaped  the  diamonds  of  Golconda,  on  the   riches  of  Potojt, 
'  He 
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He  fought,  not  only,  the  natural,  and  political ;'  but  the  moral,  the  reli- 
gious wealth  of  his  people.  The  political  wealth,  or  civil  profperity  of  a 
nation,  depends  on  a  due  fubordination,  of  every  component  part  of  the 
focial  fyften^  moved  and  moving,  in  perfed  unifon,  with  the  legal  head  gf 
the  body  ;  and  is  intimately  conneded,  with  the  cheerful,  prompt,  obedi- 
ence of  the  complex  whole,  to  the  regularly  defined,  fovereign  will  of  the 
fupreme  authority,  made  known,  through  the  medium  of  conilitutionally 
eflablifhed,  and  publicly  promulgated  laws :  The  moral  wjcalth  of  ^ 
people,  or  in  other  words,  tlie  permanent  happinefs  of  a  nation,  is  founded 
on  thefe  two  grand  pillars,  the  flrength  and  beauty  of  the  imperial  sedifice, 
RELIGION,  on  the  right  hand;  moral  virtue,  on  the  left,  and  piety 
fuperadded  as  the  capital  of  both  :  thefe,  are  the  adamantine  fuppor- 
ters  of  the  magnificent  dome  of  liberty  ;  and  freedom  refling  on  this  rock 
rooted  bafe,  may  calmly  fmlle,  at  the  living,  the  dying  energies  of  a  Samfon. 
How  bright !  how  numerous !  how  inconteflible,  are  the  evidences,  that 
Washington,  "fought  the  wealth  of  his  people,*'  in  all  thefe  noblefl 
acceptations  of  the  term  !  His  circular  letter,  at  the  clofe  of  the  war,  his 
farewell  addrcfs,  on  the  refignation  of  the  prefidency,  furniih  proofs,  no  lefs 
luminous,  than  the  clear  fhinings  of  unclouded  day.  The  wife  coun- 
fels  of  tha  patriot,  the  hero,  the  chriflian,  are  more  invaluable,  than  the 
blefTings  of  independence,  fovereignty  and  freedom ;  for,  without  a  pradi- 
cal  obfervance,  of  thofe  fublime,  moral,  and  political  truths,  which  thefe 
paternal  legacies  contain,  independence,  fovereignty,  and  freedom,  mufl 
terminate  in  llavery,  anarchy,  or  licentious  mifrule.  Greece^  animated  her 
fons  to  generous  emulation  of  heroic  worth,  and  rapt  her  children  to  ,thc 
love  of  patriot  ardors,  in  their  ancient  forms,  by  the  impafTioned  fong  of 
the  Olympian  bards  :  Washington,  who  treads  the  fmiple  round  of 
artlels,  yet  majeflic  profe,  has  warmed  the  fpirit  of  his  country,  with  a 
flame,  tl\at  kindled  at  the  ikies  j  and  mingled  moral  principle,  and  facred 
truth,  with  focial  duties,  and  heroic  deeds.  His  pure,  faulthfs,  perfed  , 
page,  deferves  to  be  recited  in  the  prefence  of  attentive  thoufands,  on  the  1 
annual  return  of  that  wintry  mora,  which  configned  our  more  than  father,  'h 
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more  than  friend,  to  the  filent  tomb  ;  or,  when  the  lore  of  independence 
thunders  on  the  tongue,  and  fhouting  millions  gladden  at  the  found,  the 
will,  the  teflament  of  Washington,  (hould  always  clofe  the  public  fervice, 
of  the  joyous  day  :  But,  if  thcfe  defirable  objeds,  remain  forever  unaccom- 
plifhed,  let  every  American  tranfcribe  the  following  few  words,  in  letters  of 
grateful  fenfibility  -,  engrave  them  on  the  living  tablet  of  the  feeling  heart, 
and  treafure  their  precious  contents  in  perpetual  remembrance.  The  fare- 
well of  your  departed  Washington,  is ;  O  liflen,  to  his  laft,  impreffive 
adieu  5  it  is,  the  affeftionate  voice,  of  your  dying  father  ;  it  is,  the  warn- 
ing voice,  of  your  expiring  friend ;  the  voice  of  words,  which  his  children, 
for  whom  he  lived  ;  his  country,  for  whom  he  would  have  died  content, 
(hall  hear  no  more,  at  all,  forever. 

*'  I  now  make  it  my  moft  earnefl  prayers,  that  God,  would  incline,  the 
•*  hearts  of  the  citizens  of  all  the  States,  to  cultivate  a  fpirit  of  obedience, 
**and  iubordination,  to  government  ;  to  entertain  a  brotherly  affe6lion, 
*' and  love  for  one  another;  and  for  their  fellow  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  at  large  ;  and  finally,  that  he  would,  moft  gracioufly  be  pleafed, 
to  difpofe  us  all,  to  do  juftice,  love  mercy,  and  demean  ourfelves,  with 
**  that  charity,  humility,  and  peaceful  temper  of  the  mind,  which  were 
"  the  charaderiftics  of  the  divine  author,  of  our  bieffed  religion,  with- 
"  out  a  humble  imitation  gf  whofe  example,  in  thefe  things,  we  can  never 
"  hope,  to  be,  a  happy  nation." 


To  thefe  ferious,  folemn,  emphatical  words,  he  has  juftly  added, 
"  that  of  all  the  difpofitions,  and  habits  which  lead  to  national  profpcrity, 
that  religion,  and  morality,  are  indifpenfible  fupports  ;'*  authoritatively 
affirming,  "  that  thefe  two,,  are  the  great  pillars  of  human  happinefs  ;  the 
furefl  props,  of  the  duties,  o^men  and  citizens ;"  and  finally,  concluding, 
with  this  awful  memento,  eftablifhed  on  the  firm  bafis,  of  the  moral  attri- 
butes of  Deity,  "  that  providence  has  connected,  the  lading  fdicity,  of  a 
nation,  with  public  and  private  virtue.** 
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Relpeded  inhabitants  of  Portfmouth  !  Fellow-Citizens,  of  the  United 
States  !  Is  this  the  Man,  unrivalled  in  war,  unequalled  in  peace,  whofe  ir- 
reparable lofs  to  us,  though  to  him,  *'  the  far  more  exceeding,  andeteinal 
weio^ht  of  glory,"  we  are  now  aflembled  to  deplore  ?  And  whok  lamented 
death,  the  death  of  a  benefador,  a  father,  and  a  friend,  it  is  yet,  a  very 
little  while,  and  the  mourning  millions  o^  Americay  (hall  weep  again  ?  Yes, 
verily,  it  is :  And  mofl  richly,  doth  he  merit,  the  eulogy,  that  refls  on  the 
head  of  "  Mordecai,  the  great,"  "  accepted  of  the  multitude  of  his  breth- 
ren," and  "  feeking  tlie  wealth  of  his  people  ;"  with  all  thofe  national, 
municipal,  and  private  honors,  which  his  grateful  countr}%  admiring  co- 
temporaries,  and  afFedionate  fellow-citizens,  have  feelingly  paid  j  and  that 
lad,  concluding,  univerfal  tribute,  of  veneration,  and  love,  which  patriot- 
ifm,  genius,  and  fcience,  are  at  this  moment,  preparing  to  offer,  on  the 
once  joyous,  now  mournful  return,  of  his  natal  day  ;  when  all  America, 
united  in  the  bonds  of  one  federal  compad,  (hall  rife  up  together,  and  weep, 
before  the  illullricus  dead,  whofe  mortal  body,  Vernon  s  ancient  vault, 
entombs  ;  whofe  deathlefs  fpirit  walks  at  large,  "  high  in  falvation  and  the 
climes  of  blifs."     * 

Perfuaded,  that  eloquence  itfelf,  and  all  its  powers,  cannot  add  a  fin- 
gle  iota,  to  the  nervous,  concife,  elegant  praife  of  the  venerable,  the  patri- 
otic, the  dignified  AdamSy  who  has  fo  feelingly  delenlated  the  virtues,  ac- 
knowledged the  talents,  and  eulogized  the  fervices  of  his  auguft  predecef- 
for,  who  Halted  but  a  few  moments,  before  his  ardent  follower,  in  the 
courfe  of  virtue  -,  and  who,  has  arrived,  but  a  few  moments,  before  his  laft, 
loved  brother,  at  the  goal  of  "  immortality,  and  honor  ;"  the  fpeaker,  is 
therefore,  inclined  to  finilh  his  momentary,  imperfed:  labors  ;  and  almofl 
induced  to  conclude,  in  the  eloquent  lilence  of  a  Sed^wicke  ;  the  pathetic 
language  of  a  MarJIml,  or  the  melting  pathos  of  a  Dexter  :  But  the  me- 
morial of  Washington  in  peace,  engraven  on  the  heart  of  the  orator, 
with  a  pen  more  durable,  than  that  "  of  iron  cr  lead,  on  the  paffive  rock," 
as  ftrongly  forbids  him  to  clofe,  if  your  patience  permits  him  to  proceed  ;  (^j 

and-^^ 
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and  leaning  on  t!ie  arm  of  candor.  Indulge  him  in  the  thirJ,  nnd  /ajl  place 
to  ob%ve,  that  George  Washington,  the  General,  the  Prefident,  the 
Commander  in  Chief,  "Spake  pe^ace  unto  all." 

To  merit  this  nobleft  of  human,  this  beft  of  divine  eulogies,  in  the 
midfl  of  war,  unavoidably  attended,  by  its  concomitant  horrors  -,  to  never 
forfeit,  an  unqueflionable  title,  to  this  coelellial  aigrette,  in  the  diadem  of 
earthly  praife,  is  an  unparalleled,  aftonifhing,  fubHme  inflance,  of  all  the 
milder  virtues,  united  to  the  energies  of  the  Hero,  which  an  admiring  u- 
niverfe,  is  permitted  to  gaze  at,  with  aflonifhment,  reverence,  and  awe, 
once-in  the  revolution  of  the  ages  of  time,  and  never,  never,  to  behold  a- 
gain.  That  Washington  in  reality  deferved,  as  juftly  obtained,  and  at 
no  time  fullied  this  brightefb  wreath  of  glory,  is  confefled  with  patriotic 
pride,  by  his  friends,  and  will  be  acknowledged,  with  candor,  by  his  mo* 
mentary  enemies.  Yes  !  General  Washington  **fpake  peace"  to  his 
country,  and  peace  to  Greai-Brkam,  at  thofe  very  moments,  when  his  form 
was  "cloathed  with  the  thunder  of  war;"  even,  while  "he  fwallowed  the 
ground,  with  fiercenefs  and  rage,"  and  "believing  it  was  the  found  of  the 
trumpet,  went  on  rejoicing,  to  meet  the  armed  men."  His  only  object 
on  the  plains  of  ftrife,  v^here  the  rider  on  the  tcrreftrial  white  horfc,  "  mock- 
ed, unaffrighted  at  fear,  nOr  turned  back  from  the  glittering  fword," 
was  fimply  to  defend,  and  fecure,  thofe  unalienable  rights,  which  no  fo- 
cial  compa6l,  have  ever  furrendered,  and  no  civil  policy,  can  pofTibly 
alienate.  The  Patriot-Hero  was  arrayed  in  defenfive  armor  alone,  and 
that  was  put  on,  to  proted,  eflablifh,  and  fave,  the  property,  the  liberty, 
and  the  life  of  fellow-man  :  but  at  no  one  period,  of  the  momentous  flrug- 
gle,  did  he  ever  figh  for  the  aggrandizement  of  his  perfonal  fortune  ;  pant 
for  the  extenfion  of  the  territorial  pofTefTions  of  his  country  ;  or  wifli,  to 
carry  thofe  miferies  abroad,  which  miniflerial  vengeance,  infiided  without 
mcafure,at  home.  The  millions  of  conquered  Sermiapaiam-,  the  trifling 
vV  addition  of  Britannia's  little  ifle,  the  awful  delolation  of  leyyjs  blooming 
*  vales 
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vales  could  add  nothing  to  the  purer  felicities  of  a  Washington,  for^ 
avarice,  ambition,  and  revenge  were  flrangers  to  his  virtuous  foul. 

One  mofl:  memorable  inilance,' of  "fpeaking  peace-'  to  his  country, 
"ftands,  high,  in  the  records  of  undying  fame  :  It  is  feleded,  from  a  thou- 
fand  ;  and  all  of  them  excellent  in  virtue ;  fublime  in  moral  dignity. 
A  few  moments  previous,  to  the  diflblution  of  the  American  army,  dif- 
folved  in  confequence  of  retuming^eace,  fome  of  thofe  indignant  fpirits, 
who  felt  the  mighty  wrongs,  which  a  fuffering  band  of  patriots,  had  einlur^ 
cd  for  years,  imprudently  whifpered,  that  the  avenging  hour  of  retribu- 
tion, had  new  arrived,  when  a  full  fettlement  of  long  negleded  accompts ; 
and  complete  pecuniary  fatisfadion,  few  meritorious  debits,  might  fucccfT-r 
fully  be  demanded,  at  the  point  of  the  fjv'ord.  Several  officers  of  diflin- 
guifhod  rank,  were  at  leafh,  filent,  negative  friends  to  the  fcheme  ;  and  ma^ 
ny  of  inferior  grade,  but  of  extenfive  influence,  fanned  the  kindling  flame 
of  difcontent ;  and  bade  the  torch  of  civil  war,  to  blaze  along  the  land. 
General  Washington  was  informed  of  the  fatal  defign,  by  thofe  who 
oifered  a  diadem  to  his  acceptance,  if  they  triumphed  over  the  indepen- 
dence of  their  country  ^  by  thofe  who  promifed  to  eflablifli  royal  George 
on  the  throne  of  power,  amid  the  ruins  of  filing  empire.  Patriotifm  in- 
(lantly  repelled  the  offer  :  the  hero  loved  his  country,  more  than  he  loved 
fame.  He  only  fpake  :  the  army  liflened  :  it  was  the  voice  of  their  fa- 
ther ;  his  fons  obeyed  :  patiently  fubmitting,  to  the  pafl ;  calmly  enduring 
the  prefent ;  and  ma^nanimoufly  awaiting  the  future,  feventy.-five  full  re- 
giments, whofe  keen  bayonets,  already  gleamed,  on  the  crimfoning  fun, 
Iheathed  the  weapons  of  death,  in  peaceful  fcabbards ;  and  the  war-worn, 
penny lefs,  bare  foot,  naked  veteran,  fought  his  native  home,  without  a 
murmur;  that  home,  where  jealoufy  winged  her  empoifoned  arrows,  at 
the  ea^ie  on  the  breafl  of  honor ;  and  harpy  fpeculation,  panted  for  the 
very  dufl,  upon  the  foldier's  aching  head.  , 

And  did  not,  the  iiluflrious  Geoege  WasSington,  in  whofe  pre-, 
fence,  "  the  deftroyers  of  nations,  flood  abafhed  a^^he  majefiy  of  his  vir- 
tues j'" 
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ttes  ;'*  virtues,  which  "reproved  the  intemperance  of  their  ambition  ;  tini 
darkened  the  fplendor  of  their  victories ;"  "fpeak  peace  unto  all,"  in  hid 
civil  adminiftration,  as  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  f  His  various 
treaties,  with  the  rude  natives  of  the  frontier  wild  ;  the  ruHng  powers  of 
barbarous  Morocco  -,  and  the  regency  of  plundering  Algiers y  "  fpake  peace/' 
to  thefe  depredating  hordes  ;  "  the  terrible  and  dreadful  of  the  nations  /* 
who  whelmed  for  a  time,  the  defencelefs  village,  in  midnight's  awful  ruins ; 
*^fcattered  firebrands^  arrows,  and  death,  in  favage  fport/'  bound  the 
wretched  prifoner  in  perpetual  chains,  and  drove  the  trembling  captive, 
by  the  iron  fcourge,  to  life  long,  unremitting  toils.  Prefident  Washing- 
ton's amicable  negociations  with  the  crown  of  Spain,  definitively  fettled, 
the  maritime  rights  of  th€  union,  and  happily  terminated  many  contefted 
points,  interefting  to  the  fovereignty,  and  honor  of  America.  The  popu- 
lar fandion  of  approving  millions,  fuperadded  to  the  weight  of  legal  ratifi- 
cation, has  pronounced  all  thefe  mutual,  friendly  compadts,  highly  benefl- 
cial,  to  the  welfare,  and  the  peace ;  the  Interefl,  and  the  happinefs  of  the 
whole  confederation.  A  treaty  of  amity,  commerce,  and  navigation,  with 
Great-Britain,  litiiited  in  duration,  and  fubjed  to  revifion,  has  experienced 
a  different  private  reception  ;  and  enkindled  a  fpirit  of  party,  that  deflroy- 
ing  demon  of  the  ancient  republics,  who  waved  a  fiery  fword,  around  the 
tree  of  focial  life,  and  wrapt  the  burning  branches,  in  confuming  flames. 
Without  hazarding  perfonal  opinion,  or  condemning  oppofite  fentiment, 
it  may  be  affirmed,  that  the  influential  motives,  which  governed  the  Pre- 
fident, in  this  tranfadion,  were  no  lefs  pure  and  patriotic,  than  his  ruling 
principles,  in  every  other  applauded  deed,  of  a  juftly  uncenfurable  public 
life  :  mofl  fondly,  did  he  flatter  himfelf,  that  "  he  fought  the  wealth  of  his 
people,*'  trufting,  at  the  fame  m£)ment,  "  that  he  fpake  peace  unto  all,"  to 
Ame^icay  to  Albion  :  the  precarious  event  of  "acceptance  with  the  multi^ 
tude  of  his  brethren,"  was  refigned,  to  the  unenvied  feeker  of  popular  ps- 
ans :  fully  perfuaded  in  heart,  that  war  holds  imperial  honors  in  her  left 
hand,  while  national  riches  flow  away  from  her  right,  he  aded  the  part  of 
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a  fincete,  true  friend,  to  the  peaceful  interefb  of  his  country  ;  Snd  mao- 
nanimoully  fmiled  at  the  tumultuary  cries  of  transatlantic  aliens ;  whilli 
huiiianity  wept  their  momentary  influence,  on  the  beloved  fellow-citizens 
of  a  Washington.  Dees  envy,  hefitate  to.  grant,  or  would  malignity 
.deny;  that  he  conflantly  "fpake  peace  to  all  ?"  Let  prejudice  itfclf,  pe- 
rufe  the  perfect  fyflem  of  internal,  external,  and  univerfal  pacific  policy, 
which  is  indelibly  engraven  on  all  his  prefidential  com,munications ;  let 
jealoufy,  read  with  jaundiced  eye,  the  lafl,  valedictory  addrefs,  of  Wash- 
ington, to  man  ;  and  thofe  unequal,  inimical  judges,  fliall  affirm,  the 
high  decree,  of  Europe,  and  the  United  States,  that  peace  at  home,  abroad  j 
with  natives,  foreigners ;  and  the  whole  univerfe  at  large,  is  made  the  bafis, 
key  ftone,  prime  abutment,  fupporting  pillar,  and  majeflic  capital,  of  the 
grand  federal  dome,  confecrated  to  independence,  to  freedom,  and  virtue  j 
to  the  prefent,  the  future  happinefs  of  his  natal  foil  ^  and  the  final  fcHcities, 
ot  **  the  great  globe  itfelf,  and  all  which  it  inherits,"  if  no  domeftic  whirl* 
winds  rock  the  building,  to  its  bafe  ;  if  libert)s  without  licentioufnefs, 
ere<5ls  its  towering  head,  and  rules  the  elder  world,  as  WASHiNOTOiT  long 
ruled,  enthroned  in  the  grateful  heart. 

Finally,  General  Washington,  Prefident  Washington  "fpake 
peace  to  all'*  in  a  more  elevated,  and  fublime  fenfe,  than  if,  his  fincere  dc- 
fire  of  a  friendly  fettlement  with  France,  had  produced  the  pleafing  efFed, 
of  impofing  a  perpetual  end,  on  the  lawlefs  reign,  of  accumulating  fpolia- 
tions  ;  than  if,  his  liberal  policy,  towards  the  red  children  of  the  pathlefs 
wafte,  had  transformed  a  wild  race  of  unpohfhed  favages,  to  civilized  be- 
ings ;  than  if,  his  various  treaties,  with  hoftile,  or  unfriendly  powers,  had 
been  as  faithfully  executed,  on  their  Several,  felf  interefled  parts,  as  hon- 
orably obferved,  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  in  general  ;  than  if, 
his  wife  proclamation,  for  the  due  obfervance  of  the  flricleft  neutrality, 
had  extended  uninterrupted  commerce,  to  the  lafl  bourne  of  day,  and  re- 
turned in  fafety,  all  the  wealth  of  oriental  climes  ;  or  his  ardent  wifh,  for 
the  eflablilhment  of  a  national  feminary,  had  aboliihcd  the  localities  of  ter- 
ritorial   IF 
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torial  prejudice,  and  flamped  the  rifing  generation,  with  the  fimple  char- 
ader,  of  univcrfal  American,  Yes  !  verily,  he  "  fpake  peace  to  all,"  in  a 
nobler  acceptation  of  the  word,  than  either,  the  natural,  poHtical,  commer- 
cial, Or  fcientific  ufe  of  the  term,  admits,  or  includes. 

feefpecled  inhabitants  of  Port/mouth  !  Fellow-Citizens  of  the  United 
States  I  Reperufe,  with  folemnized  attentions.  General  Washington's 
circular  letter,  to  the  Governors  of  the  feveral  States,  at  the  conclufion  of 
the  late  revolutionary  war  ;  review,  Prefident  Washington's  admirable, 
incomparable,  inaugural  addrefs,  to  the  Reprefentatives,  and  Senate  of  the 
Union  ;  read  again,  and  ^ain,  with  that  reverence,  for  fuperior  wifdom, 
and  virtue,  which  the  moral,  the  religious  page  ought  to  infpire,  his  laft 
national  will,  and  teflament,  prefented  to  every  individual  fellow-citizen, 
by  the  parental  pen,  of  a  benefadtor,  a  father,  and  a  friend  :  go,  contem- 
plate all  his  official  Ipeeches,  and  the  varied  anfwers,  to  thofe  numerous 
addrefles,  which  wafted  the  congratulations,  or  expreffed  the  gratitude  of 
thoufands  ^  and  learn  from  the  pious,  the  devout  whole,  that  Washing- 
ton "fpake  peace  to  all,"  as  far,  as  it  is  poffible,  for  mortal  man,  to  fpeak 
that  peace,  in  the  energy  of  precept,  fuperadded  to  the  beauty  of  example, 
-which  flows  from  a  ferious  attention  to  the  commandments  of  God,  and 
the  pradice  of  thofe  duties  which  they  moil  folemnly  enjoin  :  thefe  invalua- 
ble writings,  the  flamp  of  the  moral  mind,  and  the  image  of  the  chriflian 
fpirit,  of  Washington,  energetically  enforce,  the  univerfal  obligations,  of 
juilice,  mercy,  humility,  and  peace  ;  with  fervency,  they  commend  thefe 
duties,  to  the  obedience  of  grateful  hearts,  as  the  royal  law  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who  is  "  God  over  all,  moft  bleffed  forever ;"  and  point- 
edly dired,  the  pradice  of  every  individual,  to  a  humble  imitation,  of  the 
divinely  amiable  exemplar,  of  the  eternally  adorable.  Redeemer.  The 
bed  energies  of  the  foul  of  Washington,  were  earneflly  engaged,  that 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  might  be  "wife,  that  they  underftood 
this,  that  they  would  confider  their  latter  end  !"  he  prayed,  that  the  tran- 
quillity of  America,  might  extend  from  the  rivers  of  the  ^ail,  to  the  floods 
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of  the  weft  ;  and  the  profperity  of  the  union  increafe,  as  wave  following 
wave  of  the  Tea,  when  not  a  breath  of  ruffling  air,  difturbs  the  bofom  of 
the  deep  ferene  ;  imploring  in  retirement,  the  continued  grace   of  cceleftial 
benedictions,  that  it  might  be  well  with  us,  and  with  our  children's  child- 
ren, to  the  lateft  generations  of  time.     Were  the  juil  principles  of  univer- 
fal,  mild,  benignant,  humane  policy,  which  the  feveral  legacies  of  Wash- 
ington, to  his  country,  contain,  as  univerfally  tranllated  from  written 
theory,  into  vital  practice,  the  robes  of  empire  that  are  now  fpotted  with 
blood,  would  gliften  with  the  dews  of  charity  and  peace  j  and  his  moft  ex- 
cellent ethical  fentiments,  if  carried  into  public  life,  and  pradifed  in  pri- 
vate fpheres,  might  induce  a  well  grounded,  humble,  pleafmg  hope,  that 
Columbia^  "  the  lady  of  kingdoms,"  and  "  great  among  the  nations,"  fhould 
rife  on  the  pinnions  of  the  eagle,  to  the  "  crag  of  the  rock,"  and  neither 
** feek  the  prey  from  afar,"  nor  "behold  the  flain"  at  home.     Could  Mo* 
Jes,  the  inftrumental  legillator  of  the  Jews,  or  yoj/ma  his  glorious  fucceflbr, 
confidered  in  their  perfonal,  human  charaders,  unfupported  by  the  com- 
manding power  of  miracles   from  heaven,  have  done  more,  for  Jmerica, 
than  Washington,  has  done  ?  they  fimply  marked  out,  to  Jfrae/,  the 
plain  path  of  duty ;  conneded  that  duty  with  happinefs ,  defined  the  pe- 
nalty of  violated  law  ;  and  waited  on  the  blelling,  of  the  God  of  their  fa- 
thers, to  influence  the  hearts  of  his  children,  in  the  "  right  way  :"  neither 
of  them,  anticipated  faultlefs  obedience,  nor  expeded  undeviating  recti- 
tude 5  and  both  of  them  affirmed,  on  the  authority  of  heaven,  tfiat  many 
evils  would  be  the  portion  of  that  people,  in  the  latter  days,  as  the  right- 
eous tecompence  of  rebelhon  againft:,  and  ingratitude  towards  the  mofl 
Higheft  :  captivities  abroad ;  the  fword  from  without ;  and  famine  within, 
verified  their  prophetic  words.     Nor  has  Washington  been  filent,  on 
thefe  folemn,  awakening,  interefting  fubjects :  he  has  traced  in  the  fpirit 
of  acute   penetration,  thofe  imperial  crimes,  national  vices,  and  repub- 
lican follies,  which  finally  terminate,  in  merited  judgments  from  above, 
mofl  commonly  inflidted,  by  fecondary  retributive  agents ;  and  thofe  ope- 
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rativcly  governed,  guided,  impelled,  by  the  powerful  out-flretched  arm,  of 
an  overruling,  invifible  providence  ;  which  invariably  proportions,  the 
weight  of  national  punifliment,  to  the  depth  of  national  guilt ;  and  never 
infcribes  on  the  wall  of  dilTolving  empire,  "Mene,  Gop  hath  numbered 
thy  kingdom,  and  finifhed  it,'*  without  writing  on  a  parallel  line,  the  ex- 
pletive reafon  of  inftant  defolations,  "Tekel,,  thoi;  art  weighed  in  the 
biilances,  and  art  found  wanting/* 

Men,  Brethren,  and  Fathers  !  Fathers,  Brethren,  and  Friends  !  The 
fpeaker  entreats  the  permiflion,  of  this  crouded  ailembly,  to  reft  from  his 
momentary  labors;  and  may  he  not  reft,  in  the  pleafing  hope,  that  the 
words  of  the  text,  are  fully  verified,  in  their  various  applications,  to  the 
General,  the  Prefident„  the  Citizen,,  the  Commander  in  chief  t  whom,  a 
nation  delighted  to  honor,  in  life  ;  whom,  all  the  finer  fenfibilities  delight 
to  weep,  in  death..  Yes  !:  he  will  truft,  that  the  fulnefs  of To  great  an  au- 
dience, without  a  difTenting  voice,  have  unitedly  pronounced,  the  late  illuf- 
trious  living,  the  now  lamented  dead,  deferving  from  virtue,  and  meriting 
by  fervice,  the  glorious  eulogy,  of  "  Mordecai,  the  great,  accepted  of  the 
multitude  of  his  brethren,  feeking  the  wealth  of  his  people,  and'  fpeaking 
peace  to  all."  Verily,  Washington,  was  indeed,  the  great  1  He  was 
great  in  goodnefs  ;  good  in  greatnefs;  great  in  war;  greater  in  peace; 
great  at  the  head  of  the  armies  of  his  country  ;  greater  in  the  cabinet  than 
on  the  fields  of  fame  ;  greater  ftiil  in  the  (liades  of  retirement  ;  and  yet 
waxing  greater  and  gr-eat-er,  in  public  life  :  He  was  great  in  the  palace  of 
Kings ;  great  among  his  ov/n  people ;  great  in  all  lands ;  "accepted 
of  the  multitude  of  his  brethren  ;"  venerated  by  the  foldier ;  revered  of 
piety  ;  honored  by  religion  ;  cfteemed  of  all  tpat  was  moral  ;  perfed  in 
precept;  amiable  in  example;  praife  worthy  in  word  ;  meritorious  in 
deed;  "  feeking  the  wealth  of  his  people ;  and  fpeaking  peace  to  all."  Do 
thefc  varied  outlines,  complete  his  charader  ?  no  ;  furely,  no.  The  moft 
prominent  features  of  the  excellent  majefty  of  virtue,  are  only  ficetched'  by 
an  imperfed  hand  :  The  finifliing  delicate  ftrokes,  arc  yet  to  be  impref- 
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fed,  by  a  finer  pencil :  The  (hadow  of  a  Washiiccton^,  has  palTed  on- 
wards, before  his  fellow  citizens  this  evening  ;  that  iliadow  has  been  re- 
fleded  from  the  fun  of  providence,  and^race,  which  fhone  bright  round 
about  his  path  :  Now,  lift  up  your  gazing  eyes,  and  behold  the  patriot, 
the  hero,  the  ftatefman,  the  chriftian,  break  upon  the  dazzled  view  of  ad- 
miring cotemporaries  :  His  beauteous  robes  are  piety,  religion,  and  the 
moral  virtues :  His  diadem  is  philanthropy,  humanity  and  beneficence  -, 
while  juflice,  temperance,  valor,  and  fortitude  follow  in  the  train  ;  and 
brptherly  refief,  with  charity,  and  truth,  walk  heart  in  hand,  and  hand  on 
Heart.  Thefe  lafi:  polifiiings,  of  the  miniature  portrait,  of  the  fublimc 
original,  muft  from  neceffity  be  deferred,  although  adually  prepared  for 
the  prefent  hour,  until  that  folemn  period  of  univerfal  forrow  comes,  rid- 
ing fwift  on  the  pinnions  of  the  birth  day  of  Washington,  when  the  man- 
date of  his  dignified  fuccefibr,  the  only  individual,  whom  united  millions, 
thought  worthy,  of  glory's  vacated  feat,  (hall  afiTemble  an  afflided  nation 
from  the  confines  of  the  eaft,  to  the  chambers  of  the  weft  ;  from  the 
floods  of  the  Atlantic,  to  the  waves  of  the  Mijfijfippi ;  and  lead  Columbia's 
mourning  thoufands,  to  the  throne  of  grace,  in  fen^ent,  animated  prayer. 

Fellow  Citizens  of  the*  United  States  !  The  Father  of  his  countr}%  and 
the  friend  of  man,  who  is  immortal  in  the  deathlefs  page  of  wifdom, 
improves  the  prefent  interefting  fubjed,  in  his  own,  all  impreflive,  never 
dying  words.  Thofe  words  are,  "  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  plac- 
"  ed  in  the  moft  enviable  condition,  as  the  fole  lords,  and  proprietors,  of 
"  a  vaft  trad  of  continent,  comprehending  all  the  various  foils,  and  clim- 
"  ates  of  the  world,  and  abounding  with  all  the  neceflaries,  and  conveniens 
"  cies  of  life,  are  the  adors,  on  a  moft  confpicuous  theatre  ;  which  feems 
"  to  be  particularly  defigned  by  providence,  for  the  difplay  of  human 
"  greatnefs,  and  felicity  ;  they  are  not  only  furrounded,  with  every  thing, 
"  that  can  contribute,  to  the  completion  of  private,  and  domeftic  enjoy- 
"  ment ;  but  Heaven  has  crowned,  all  its  other  bleffings,  by  giving  a  fur- 
"  er  opportunity,  for  political  happincfs,  than  any  other  nation  has  been 

"  favored 
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^'  favored  with  :  tlic  foundation  of  our  empire,  was  not  laid,  in  a  gloomy 
"  age  of  ignorance,  and  fuperflition  ;  but  at  an  epocha,  when  the  rights  of 
'•  mankind,  were  better  underftood,  and  more  clearly  defined,  than  at 
"  any  former  period ;  refearches  of  the  human  mind  after  focial  happinefs, 
^'  have  been  carried  to  a  great  extent :  the  treafures  of  knowledge,  ac- 
"  quired  by  the  labors  of  philofophers,  fages,  and  legiflators,  through  ' a 
"  long  fucceffion  of  years,  are  laid  open  for  ufe  :  the  free  cult;ivation  of 
"  letters :  the  unbounded  extenfion  of  commerce  ;  the  progreffive  refine- 
*'  ment  of  manners :  the  growing  liberality  of  fentiment,  and  above  all, 
*'  the  pure  and  benign  light  of  Rev  elation  y  have  had  a  rneliorating  influence 
"  od  mankind,  and  increafed  the  bleflings  of  fociety  :  fucb  is  our  (itua- 
^'  tion,  and  fuch  are  our  profpe^ls ;  but,  notwithftanding,  the  cup  of 
"  bleffing,  is  thus  reached  out  to  us,  it  is  yet  to  be  decided,  whether  the 
*'  revolution,  muft  ultimately,  be  conlidered  as  a  blclling,  or  a  curfe  j" 
and  neither  the  blefling  nor  the  curfe  confined,  "  to  the  prefent  age  alone, 
for  with  our  fate,  will  the  deiliny  of  unborn  millions,  be  involved.'*  "  Let, 
*'  the  foundations  of  our  national  policy,  therefore,  be  laid  in  the  pure  and 
**  immutable  principles,  of  private  moraHty  ;  and  the  pre-eminence  of  a 
"  free  government,  be  exemplified,  by  all  the  attributes,  which  can  w^in 
'  the  aifedions,  of  its  fellow-citizens ;  and  command  the  refped  of  the 
'  world."  Remember,  "  there  is  no  truth,  more  thoroughly  eflabliflied, 
"  than,  that  there  exifls  in  the  courfe  of  nature,  an  indiffoluble  union,  be- 
*'  tween  virtue  and  happinefs ;  between  duty  and  advantage  ;  between  the 
**  genuine  maxims  of  an  honefl,  and  magnanimous  policy ;  and  the  folid 
*«  rewards,  of  public  prorperit}^  and  felicity."  Be  ye  alfo  pcrfuaded,  **  that 
**  the  propitious  fmiles  of  Heaven,  can  never  be  expeded  on  a  nation,  that 
**  difregards  the  eternal  rules  of  order,  and  right,  which  heaven  itfelf  has 
"  Qrdained  ;  and  give  to  mankind  the  magnanimous,  and  too  novel  exam- 
"  pie,  of  a  free,  enlightened,  and  at  no  diflant  period,  a  great  nation,  al- 
"  ways  guided  by  an  c5calted  juflice,  and  benevolence." 

The  folemn,  optative  biefSng,  of  George  Washington  himfelf,  con- 
cludes.— 
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dudes. — "Mod fervent  are  my  fupplications,  to  that  Almighty 
"  who  rules  over  the  Univerfe  ;  and  prefides  in  the  councils  of  nati 
*'  his  benedidion  may  confecrate,  to  the  liberties,  and  hap pinef; 
people  of  the  United  States,  a  government  inflituted  by  themfe 
thefe  eflential  purpofes  :  May  Heaven  continue  to  Jmerica,  the 
tokens  of  its  beneficence  :  the  union  and  brotherly  affection  of  Sta 
**  individuals  be  perpetual ,  the  free  conflitution,  which  is  the  work  of 
hands,  be  facredly  maintained  i,  and  its  admin iftration,  in  every  : 
ment,  damped  with  wifdom,  and  virtue."

^"^^    Fathers,  Brethren,  and  Friends,  of  the  family  of  Man  ! 

A  FEW  intervening  moments  have  rapidly  pafled  away,  and  again,  \  ''^ 
are  aflembled,  to  mourn  the  inflexible  patriot,  the  renowned  hero,  the  ac 
niired  legiflator,  the  revered  commander  in  chief,  of  the  armies  of  Ame 
rica,  whom  a  nation,  an  empire,  a  world  delights  to  honor.     The  weepin< ), 
thoufands,the  forrowing  millions  of  this  wide  extended  continent,  have  rifeic 
up,  to  pay  the  lafl,  fond  tribute  of  religious  affedion,  focial  refpedt,  and 
military  veneration,  at  the  tomb  of  heroic  fortitude,  moral  virtue,  and  pi- 
ous worth.     Amid  the  fulnefs  of  the  natural,  the  civil  body,  as  apart 
of  the  immenfe  whole,  though  "  lefs  than  the  leaft  of  all,"  we  claim  the 
privilege,   that  common  forrow  gives,  the  privilege,  to    fhare  in  luxuries

Has  already  received,  every  grateful  mark  of  legiflative  refpe£t,and  munici- 
pal eftecm,  which  political  bodies,  and  corporate  alTociations  could  poffibly 
beftow.  The  fublime  founds  of  fublimefl  eloquence,  the  enrapturing  pow- 
ers of  harmonic  melody,  and  all  the  pathos  of  infpired  poefy,  have  united  ' 
their  various,  impaffioned  energies,  on  the  prefent  mofl  affe(5ting  occafion ;

To  thefe  living,  immortal 
witneffes.  bearing  glorious  teftimony,  to  the  vital  piety  of  the  chriilian  he- 
ro, wc  might  add,  the  far  greater  part,  of  his  humble  replies,  to  thofe  va- 
ied  congratulatory  addrefTei^  which  breathed  the  warmeft  feelings  of  grati- 
tude 
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t'jcle,  in  the  moft  animated  language,  that  praifc  ever  knew :  nelthe^ 
ought  we  to  omit,  his  conilant  denial,  of  all  public  bufinefs ;  his  invariable 
fufpenfion,  of  all  private  recreation,  on  that  high,  holy  day,  of  reverential 
folemnlties,  which  Heaven  itfelf  has  ordained,  as  the  fabbatic  memorial, 
of  the  Almighty  Immanuel,  uprifen  from  the  manfions  of  the  dead, 
vidtoriouily  triumphant  over  death,  conquering  poflelfor,  of  "  the  keys  of 
hell,"  and  grand  abolilher  of  Hades,  and  its  powers.     To  the  frequently 
commended,  the  often  enjoined  attendance,  of  his  troops,  on  the  duties  of 
focial  worfhip;  he  conftantly  added,  the  becoming  influence  of  his  perfbn- 
al  example,  by  a  ferious  devotion  to  the  pleafures  of  the  fabbath,  where 
his  pious  fpirit,  rofe  towards  its  final  abode,  as  on  the  wings  of  an  eap'e  ^ 
m  prayer ;  his  intellectual  faculties  difTolved,  in  all  the  blifs  of  rapturous 
praife  ;  and  finefl  fenfibilities  have  wept,  at  Jesus'  facrcd  word.     Nor,  is 
it  unworthy  of  a  record,  that  he  kneeled,  devoutly  kneeled,  at  the  altar  o* 
his  glorified  Redeemer,  "doing  this,  in  remembrance  of  Christ,'*  amic 
his  brethren  of  the  Epifcopal  Church,  to  which  he  had  been  educated,  i 
v/hcfe  communion  he  lived,   and  in  fellowihip  with  whom,  he  clofed  h 
days,  in  peace.     This  lafl  circumflance  refleds  a  ferious  luflrc,  a  fpecies 
mild  beauty,  on  the  dazzling  fplendors  of  his  exalted  charadler,  which  has 
feldom  adorned,  the  renowned  military  chieftain,  fmce  that  memorable 
hour,  when  the  gallant  patriarch,  on  the  plains  of  Mamre,  returned  in  tri- 
umph, with  his  vidorious  confederates,  from  t\\QQonq<Oit^o^  Cherdorlaomt,^ 
Amrapkel,  Ariock,  and  Tidal,  prince  of  nations,  and  partook  of  thefe  bleiT- 
cd  memorials,  the   emblematic  anticipation,  of  the  fublimer  vidories,  of 
the  Lord  of  Hofls,  in  prefence  of  the  augufl  "  Melchizedek,  king  of 
righteoufnefs  ;  king  of  Salem,  and  prieft  of  the  mofl  high  God." 

The  RELIGION  of  Washington,  "was  pure  and  undefiled  :'*  It  was 
indeed,  and  in  truth,  "  the  vifitation  of  the  fatherlefs,  and  tht  widows,  in  ' 
their  afHidion  ;"  not  in  the  apparently  benignant,  yet  unpitying  fpirit,  of 
"  be  ye  warmed,"  be  ye  cloathed,  be  ye  filled  ;  but  in  the  adual  power,  of 
princely  relief,  "  giving  liberally,  mofl  liberally,  upbraiding  not,  and  hop 
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"■ng  for  nothing  again."     At  an  early  period,  of  the  late  revolutionary  war, 
December  1775,  amid  the  ceafelefs  attentions,  of  hourly,  diurnal  cares, 
attentive  in  minutiae,  to  the  varied  flates  of  an  undifciplined  army,  of  thirty- 
ihoufand  young  troops  :  amid  multiplied,  multiplying  avocations,   which 
conftantly  engaged,   even  fleeplefs  vigils,  where  the  morning  flar,  rofe  on 
midnight's  ftill  burning  lamp,  General  Washington,  wrote  his  refident 
at  Mount  Vernon,  "  to  maintain  the  accuftomed  hofpitality  of  the  houfe, 
and  not  to  admit,  the  departure,  of  any  poor  mendicant,  without  a  full 
fupply,  of  every  want^;"  enjoining  his  particular  attentions^  to  thefegood 
offices,  as  "neither  Mrs.  Washington,  nor  himfelf,  were  now.  prefent,  to 
"  adminiiter  that  bounty,  which  variegated  fuff^rings,  poverty,  and  woe, 
**  might  need.''     The  multitudes  on  multitudes,  relieved  by  his  private  be- 
neficence, "  continually  doing  of  good,  to  the  poor,"  arc  unknown  to  mor- 
'ials  :    In  the  lapfe   of  revolving  years,   they   have  gone    down   to   the 
Silent  grave  ;  the  memorial  of  humble  poverty,  is  foon  obliterated,  from 
uith  .  !   it  tht'i:  names  are  recorded,  by  the  angel  of  remembrance,  in  the 
rchives  of  ct<  rnity,  and  penned  in  the  volume  of  charity,  that  is  fealed, 
'"  the  refurre.^ion  of  the  juft  :"  while  in  time,  his  alms  afcended,  to 

f-?,,-  .;'.o  :..f-...rygood,  and  perfed  gift,"  as  apurer  oblation,  than  the  in- 
creiiiv  or  oal^ieao '  fpicy  vales ;  and  came  down  again  from  heaven,  on  the  wil- 
c  r  ■  pcfs,  and  the  defart,  in  the  richeft  bleffings  "  of  the  upper  and  the  nether 
'*     *'^'ie  fatherlefs  hath  eaten  of  his  morfel  ;"    the  widow  hath 
V      -iot  iiiscu|.  ;  the  orphan  hath  lain  in  the  bofom  of  benevolence,  and 
"  he  who  prepared  "  a  feaft,  for  the  halt,  the  maimed,  the  lame  and  the  blind  ;" 
who  mingled  "  the  wine  of  confolation,  for  the  heavy  in  heart,"  hath  retir- 
f.d  within  the  veil  of  impenetrable  fecrecy,  and  remained  forever  unknown, 
to  the  fubjeas  of  the  right  hand  of  benignity,  whofe  left  hand,  never  knew 
whaj:  gentlefl  pity  gave.     It  is,  however,  .eflabliihed  as  a  fad,  that  during 
^  the  inclement  feverities,  of  one  hard  winter,  the  open  granaries  of  farmer 
3^  Washington,  fupplied  the  wants  of  the  adjacent,  fuffering  poor^  with 
,many  thoufands,  ofbufliels,  of  corn;  a  great  part  of  which  generous,  be- 
neficent relief,  reverted  no  more,  to  its  original  proprietor,  neither  in  the 
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kborof  the  vernal  months ;  the  toil  of  fummer's  lengthened  days , 
in  the  gold  of  autumnal  harvefts ;  but  was  borne  on  the  grateful  teai 
joyous  widow,   or  wafted  in  the  thankful  figh  of  the  gladdened  < 
to  that  river  of  cseleflial  charity,  whofe  faithful  flreams,  fhall  never 
fkcred  depofit,  of  the  bread  of  this  Ufe,  that  is  call  on  its  waters,  fc 
future  days.     In  truth,  it  may  be  faid,  of  the  greatefl  man  of  all  t! 
as  it  is  recorded,  in  honor,  of  the  greatelt  man  of  all  the  eaft,    "  t 
blefTmgs  of  thofe  who  were  ready  to  perifh,  came  upon  him,"  i 
caufed  the  widow's  heart  to  fing  for  joy  ;'*  "  the  loins  of  the  neec 
warmed,  by  the   fleece  of  his  flacks  j"    "he  opened  his   doors  uiuo. 
traveller,  and  the  ftranger  did  not  lodge  in  the  ftreets.**^     Permit  me 
add, that  it  refleds  an  equal  luftre,  refiedied   from  limilar  excelle  ..c\ 
that  highly  amiable,   and   truly  virtuous  woman,   who  now  wet 
widow,  with  her  weeping  country;  and  with  whom  the  fair  daugi       - 
j^merica,  mourn  in  tenderefb  fenfibilities  of  loul,  that  while,  her  d 
parted,  bofom's  lord,  ''chofe  out  the  way,"  of  millions,  in  prcji^denc- 
*Mat  as  a  king  in  tlie  armies,"  of  freedom,  that  fhe  frequently  *M:i 
at  home,  to  comfort  the  mourners  ;"  being  equally  blefTed  witfh  the  'V 
and  more  than  blefTed  with  the  will,  to  relieve  the  houfelefs  child  ci    . ' 
the  way-worn  pilgrim,  and  the  widowed  form  of  woe  ;  to  wipe  the  u 
agony,  away  ;  and  hulh,  the  little  orphan's  tender  figh. 

The  MORALS  of  Washington,  were  refinedly  pure,  in  theoretic 
ciple,  and  juflly  irreproachable,  in  diverlified  adion.     The  divine,  etci 
law  of  national,  of  individual  reftitude,  governed  his  public,  his   :.,     [ 
life,  "doing  unto  others,  as  he  would,  that  others  fhould  do,  unto  hin>. 
and  his  people.     The  mofl  exalted  principles,  of  univerfal  juflicc 
five  as  the  limits  of  the  globe,  and  only  bounded,  by  the  circle  of  lociai  in 
telligence,  are  difcernlble,  in  all  his  official  communications,  whe         '-  \ 
drefTed,  to  the  feveral,  independent  legiflatures,  of  the  Union  j  c 
general  Congrefs,  of  the  American  federation,   in  fts  colledtive  c  .-    i^  f 
The  facred  nature  of  republican/aith,  once  pledged  ;  and  the  ob;

The  expaniion  of  his  bene 
aflfeclions,  embraced  an  univerfe,  in  beneficent  idea.     He  triumph( , 
happinefs,  of  his  fellow  citizens,  of  the  United  States ;  and  rejoicec    ; 
pleafing  hope,  that  liberty  and  peace,  would  finally  blefs  the  whole  v  ) 
man.     Thofe  peculiar  felicities,  which  he  implored  for  America^  he  ^  i 
ly  wifhed,  to  every  nation  beneath  the  ikies.     The  virtuous  flruggr  . 
devoted  Poles,  to  burft  the  galling  fetters  of  defpotifm,  was  the  fonc  i':
